During the period which elapsed between 
this and 1825, there were some additions, 
and some painful cases of discipline. 

During the year 1825, they erected their 
first meeting house in the eastern part of 
the town of East Haddam, and changed 
cheir name from Third Colchester, to Cal- 
chester and East Haddam. This house is 
asmall building on the turnpike between 
Colchester and East Haddam Landing, 
about midway between the two places, and 
is now occupied as a dwelling and a store. 
It was opened for public worsinp in Decem- 
ber, 1825, when a sermon was preached 
by Elder Stanwood, founded on Psalms 27: 
4. “One thing have I desired of the Lord, 
that will I seek after; that I may dwell in 
the house of the Lord.” 

During the following year 8 joined them 
by letter. Some dissatisfaction arose dur- 
ing this year on the part of some of the 
members of the church, on account of the 
removal of the place of worship, the disaf- 
fected part desiring to have the meeting 
house located on Bulkley Hill; and also | 
on account of the disposition of a sum of 
money belonging tothe church. The dis-| 
affected party sent a written article to the, 
church, in which they formally withdrew | 
from it. They were labored with by the | 
church for the course which they bad pur-| 
sued, and in some cases they again took 
their places ;—to some extent acknowledg- 
ed their errors, aud by mutual concessions | 
comparative peace was again restored.— 
But in other cases the result was the exclu- 
sion of the disorderly walkers. The ex-| 
clusions, however, did not take place uatil| 
the year 1827, the church bearing with 
them until all hope of their being reconcil- 
ed and taking their places in the church was 
gone. 

In the mean time, some of them with a 
number of other persons, bad formed a so- 
ciety,and chosen for their public speaker,an 
excluded member of the church. 

On the 19th of Junc, 1827, Bro. Alvin 
Ackley was ordained as Pastor of the 
church. On the day of his ordination, Bro.A.

Foreign News. 
ARRIVAL OF THE HIBERNIA. 
ONE MONTH LATER FROM ECROPE. 


The Hibernia touched her pier at East Boston, 
about 6 o'clock on Saturday evening. Intelligence 
of her approach was received here by telegraph at 
4 o'clock on Saturday afternoon. 

A special train was dispatched from Boston, by 
direction of the Post Master General, with the 
steamer’s mails and passengers, at 6 o'clock yester- 
day morning. It came by the Norwich and Long 
Island routes, and reached here at 8 o'clock last 
evening. 

The corn market had fluctuated during the month; 
but the quotations at the sailing of the steamer were 
in advance of those of the 3d ult. Cotton had de- 
clined about 1-2d. per pound, 

The state of the revenue of Great Britain was in 
the highest degree satisfactory. The excess of the 
income over the expenditure of the country, for the 
year ending the 5th of January last, was no less 
than £2,846,000. The surplus of the financial year 
ending the 5th of April will be considerably more, 
as the revenue of the current quarter for the first 
six weeks already exhibits an inctease upon the cor- 
responding period of last year of £500,000 con: 
sisting of customs, £245,000; excise, £106,000 ; 
and the balance of various miscellaneous items. 

The income of the next year is estimated at £52,- 
515,000, and the expenditure, including £422,000 
for additional interest, is estimated at £52,178,077, 
leaving an expected surplus of £336,923. 

In making the above statement the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer omitted all sums gtanted for the re- 
lief of Ireland. Two millions of pounds sterling 
had already been advanced, and he did not think 
that he should be safe in re¢koning the expenditure 
at much less than £1,000,000 a month up to the 
time of the next harvest. The numbers requiring 
relief might still increase. He, therefore, could 
not calculate the sum required at less than £8,000,- 
000, which, with the £2,000,000 already advauced, 
made the whole sum to be advanced, either as grant 
or loan, at not less than £10,000,000. No taxation, 
no increase of the income or property tax, could 
provide the money within the year, and he was 
compelled to enter the market as a borrower. 


In the House of Commons, on the 2d inst., Lord 
John Russell announced that her Majesty had been 
pleased to calla Council, to consider the best day 
on which to appoint a general fast and bumiliation, 
on account of the present awful condition of the 
sister kingdom. This announcement was received 
with evident satisfaction by both sidesof the house.

Ist, We notice the fact that so much of the law 
as allowed newspapers to be conveyed in the mail 
for a distance of 30 miles from the office of publi- 
cation, free of postage, is repealed. Consequently 
al! papers from publishers are now charg'd the form- 
er prices—one cent a copy for less than 100 miles 
one cent and a half for any distance beyond that. 

2d. Post Masters, with saiares less than $200 
are allowed the franking privilege. 

3d. Transient newspap rs. or those not sent by 
publishers, are charged with 3 cents postage, pay- 
able in advance. 

4th. Letters addressed to diT-rent persons mus’ 
not be enclosed in one wrapper. 

5th. Newspapers may be carried outsile of th: 
mails, by stages, &o.
